Newark Resident Felt Building Sway When Plane Hit

My day began at 7:30 a.m. at 1 World Trade 
Center, the 110-story building with the antenna. I 
worked on the 62nd floor, on the north side where the 
first plane hit. 

I had worked in the building for 22 years for the 
Port Authority of New York and New Jersey, as the 
supervising nurse in the medical department. 

About 8:45 a.m. I heard a loud explosion and felt the 
building actually swaying. I looked out the window and 
saw a big cloud of smoke. I called to my coworkers that 
we should get out of the building right away. 

We immediately ran for the stairwell. As we 
entered the stairwell, injured people were being taken 
out and thousands of people were running down the 
stairwells in fear for their safety. We didn’t know 
what had happened, but we sensed that it was 
something terribly wrong. 

We were leaving the building quickly and trying to 
remain calm so that we could all get out of the 
building safely. On the way down, we were 
encouraged by firemen, police and other emergency 
personnel. Without their help, many more people 
would have lost their lives. 

We started to realize the severity of the situation 
when we saw severely burned and injured people 
being brought down the stairs past us. Also, there 
were employees who, due either to illness or lack of 
physical fitness, were unable to continue their trek to 
safety and apparently lost their lives. 

Smoke began to fill the stairwell, heightening our 
sense of urgency. I noticed at this point that most of 
the women were, like me, barefooted, and with no 
personal possessions in hand. 

After what seemed about an hour, we made it to 
the concourse level, where the sprinkler system was 
on and water was everywhere. Conditions were very 
slippery, but we finally made it out of the building 
onto the street. 

We were taken across the street to a safe area 
where we were given emergency medical treatment. 
While sitting there trying to catch my breath and 
reflect on my surroundings, I heard a scream and saw 
people begin to run, and the firemen and police 
shouted for us to run because the south tower was 
collapsing. 

We ran for our lives. I was lucky to escape the 
debris, but I could not escape I the tremendous plume 
of dust that enveloped everything in its path, causing 
total darkness. I was gasping for breath, choking for 
air, unable to see through the concrete, dust and other 
substances that had once formed one of the great 
towers. 


I really felt that I was going to die. I prayed to the 
Lord, “If you take me now, I am ready, but please take 
care of my family. As I prayed, I lost my balance and 
fell onto the ground. I started crawling and became 
disoriented. After a brief period of crawling, I heard 
male voices, and some good Samaritans pulled me 
into a building and gave me first aid. 

Finally, I thought I was safe and could relax for a 
few minutes. But the men who rescued me said they 
wanted us to evacuate the building, because of fear 
that the north tower might collapse — and it did. 

From there, I was taken to a shelter where I 
received assistance to get me home to New Jersey, 
which took over 24 hours because New York was shut 
down and there was no transportation in or out. I was 
fortunate to be able to spend the night in the shelter 
and was united with my family the next day. 

As I reflect on that day, I realize that from the time 
the first plane hit my building on the north side, God 
was in control. He directed me to leave quickly. He 
knew we had an hour or less to get out of the 
building. He was with me on the stairwell and 
continued to stay with me when the building 
collapsed. I saw death and destruction beyond belief. 
When the south tower fell, I felt like this was 
happening to someone else, and I and-everyone 
around me were in a state of shock and disbelief. 

How could this happen? We were only trying to 
go to work and take care of our families. The twin 
towers were our livelihood. I spent 22 years in that 
building, taking care of Port Authority employees 
and developing friendships that lasted for 22 years. 
In a single day, terrorists destroyed 22 years of my 
life. They killed innocent lives. I think about all the 
rescue workers, firemen, police, nurses, doctors, 
emergency medical service workers and Port 
Authority police officers whom I spoke with on my 
way out of the building, who never made it out but 
who were encouraging us to make sure we made it 
to safety. The thousands of people who were still on 
the stairwell trying to get out of the building when it 
collapsed. The people on the floors where the planes 
exploded, who never had a chance. It's a nightmare 
that never ends. 

I thank God for the lives he did save. We must 
pray for the victims' families, the children, all of the 
people who were injured, and for this country and 
the world. I would like to pay homage and respect to 
all the firemen, police, EMS, volunteers and other 
people who gave their lives to save others. God bless 
them all. I know if it were not for God's mercy, 
goodness and grace for me, I would not be alive 
today. Thank you, Lord. I love you. Thank you for 
the miracle.
